Hasn't Enough Mules to 


Handle£ield Work 


LITTLE ROCK—(;P)—Governor Fu- 


trell Friday ordered the penal board 
to slop thc use of convicts in the place 
of mules to pull cotton-planters at 
Tucker Prison Farm. 


In bis statement the governor said 


the pulling of a 100-pound planter by 
"fix 
able-bodied men is not harmful 


to them," but declared that "thc fact 
that this is the work of a mule sug- 
gests the practice should be stopped." 


"I have requested thc board to do 


so." the governor said. 


Soon afterward, Chairman Walter 


Helms of thc penal board ordered 
Penal Superintendent Stedman to dis- 
continue the practice. 


Tlie governor acted after receiving 


a rcport from his private secretary, j 
Grady McCall, and Helms, who Thurs- 
day witnessed a demonstration of this 
unique methods at Tucker Farm. 


After the demonstration Helms ex- 


pressed thc view that thc men were 
not being subjected to harsh treat- 
ment. 


Helms said thc discontinuance of the 


practice would delay planting, as the 
prison system did not have mulas 
enough lo.replwco the convicts.-,

TUCKER PRISON FARM, Ark.— 


(fP)—The chairman of the state Penal 
Board yaw a demonstration of con- 
victs working "in thc traces" here 
Thursday pulling cotton planters and 
ruled their task was not too hard. 


Substitution of "man power" for 


mules during the crop planting period 
will be continued, he said. 


Chairman 
Walter 
Holms and H. 


Grady McCall, secretary to Governor 
Futrell. were asked by thc governor 
to investigate thc practice after it had 
been revealed that the men were be- 
ing used for work because of a short- 
age of work stock. 


Supt. A. G. Sledman said the work 


that the men were doing was no hard- 
er than any other manual tasks they 
were forced to perform. 


Eight "teams" of six convicts each 


were marching up and down the mile- 
long colton rows, wilh a seventh man 
driving the planter. 


The convicts were used only at 


Tucker farm No. 2 in an effort to 
speed the task of'planting cotlon. 


Tlie "hilcli" consisted of a rope at- 


tached lo thc planter, with, three 
turned-cross slicks for the men to 
push againsl they walked along in the 
"middles." 


Are Supposed to Work 


Chairman Helms said he had nut 


been advised previously that the men 
were being used for the work, but 
that after viewing it and the con- 
ditions under which it was being done, 
he saw no reason why it should be 
stopped. 


"These men are here for a definite 


purpose," he said. "Most of them re- 
ceived sentences 
calling for 
hard 


labor. This labor is no harder than 
clearing timber, culling 
dilches or 


hoeing in the fields. 
It is necessary 


that all of the 1,600 men ronfined 
here bo kept busy. This is one way 
of doing the job." 


Officals said the idea of using men 


to pull planters was originaled by a 
convict who had been 
transferred 


from thc Boys Industrial School near 
Pine Bluff, 


The convict told members of the 


parly thai much of Ihe planting there 
was done wilh the inmates; pulling 
the machinery, and he had done such 
work in 1930 anH while be served 
Iwo previous sentences.

To Fix Facts in a Child's Mind Give 


Him Interesting Details 


Children reading adventure stories 


almost invariably find the parched and 
lost hero welcoming the cool of the 
swift tropical evening and getting his 
bearings by the Southern Cross. But 
nobody tells them what the Southern 
Cross looks like. Here I am. a com- 
paratively well-read and middle«aged 
lady, yet I had to revamp my idea of 
the famous constellation completely 
when I saw it leaning lazily ort the 
horizon in a southern land. 


It looks like a kite, the four visible 


stars forming it. being the four ends 
of a crucifix. If there is a star at the 
intersection I did not see it. It takes 
up less room in the sky than our nor- 
thern Dipper but onee identified it is 
unmistakable and leaves 
a decided 


impression. 


Facts Without Details 


There are so many things that chil- 


dren do not know. They are given 
facts but.few details and it is details 
that fix memory by appealing to in- 
terest. 


Perhaps in some parts of the world 


coffee trees or bushes do grow in neat 
cultivated rows under a clear open 
sky. I saw none. My coffee trees 
(they grow fifteen or twenty feet 
high and are very bushy) grew under 
other trees—tall tret's, mostly trunk, 
With thick foliage high up to form a 
protective "roof" • from the burning 
sun. 


The small coffee plants are careful- 


ly set out and carefully cultivated but 
once grown the plantation closely re- 
sembles a jungle. It takes the round 
berry many months to turn from a lit- 
tle green ball to a reddish marble con- 
taining a double kernel, flat sides to- 
gether, that is the coffee of com- 
merce. It takes a terrific amount of 
washing, drying and sorting to get it 
into shape for export. No coffee- is 
brown when it is put into canvas 
sacks to be shipped. It is shipped 
"green." that is. it is a pale greenish 
brown that changes to tho familiar 
shade we know when roasted. Coffee 
made from the untreated berry docs 
not taste like coffee. 


Children do not know as a rule thai, 


the cactus blooms. There, are thirty^ 
seven varieties and the various blos- 
soms are amongst the most beautiful 
flowers in the world. Reds, pinks, 
and yellows. I have not seen a blue 
one.
